Introduction 

The present bibliography was mainly compiled at the Max Planck Institute for European Le¬ 
gal History in Frankfurt/Main between 2015 and 2018 in the context of a subproject that was 
part of the project Convivencias - Recbtsbistoriscbe Perspektiven, conducted within the frame¬ 
work of the Max Planck Society-funded research on Convivencia. Iberian to Global Dynamics, 
500-1750. The subproject dealt with the history of research on non-Christians in pre-modern 
Catholic canon law. Its findings were presented in the journal Rechtsgescbicbte - Legal History 
in 2018. 1 As this publication is available in open access and contains an English summary, it 
is not necessary to describe the subproject’s results here. Instead, this introduction will focus 
on explaining the bibliography’s conceptual underpinnings and structure. 

The subject of the bibliography - the status of non-Christians in the normative culture of 
the Catholic Church between Antiquity and the modern era - requires a few preliminary 
remarks. The first concerns the term ‘non-Christian’. This modern coinage has the advantage 
that it is more neutral than the older word “infidel” ( infidelis ), which has a rather negative 
connotation nowadays. On the other hand, ‘non-Christian’ can at times have a wider mean¬ 
ing than its pre-modern equivalents. Thus, for example, from a modern perspective Chris¬ 
tians who have converted to another religion would generally be regarded as non-Christians, 
whereas they remain Christians in the eyes of the Church due to the character indelebilis of 
baptism. Although the research underlying this bibliography has primarily focused on the 
traditional discourse of the Catholic Church, the somewhat broader meaning of ‘non-Chris¬ 
tian’ has been taken into account. For that reason, studies on apostasy and apostates, for 
instance, have been included. 

The question of which institution has been considered in this bibliography is also relative¬ 
ly easy to answer. As just indicated, the bibliography only deals with the Catholic Church. 
Other Christian Churches have not been considered. The same applies in principle to the

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secular powers apart from two important exceptions. Works (touching) on secular law are 
only included if they discuss either fields of tension between the Catholic Church and secu¬ 
lar powers or the status of non-Christians in territories under the temporal rule of the pope. 

Whilst the institution and groups covered by the bibliography are thus easily defined, the 
term ‘normative culture’ likely requires further explanation. It describes the diverse phenom¬ 
ena of ecclesiastical normativity whose complexity is not sufficiently covered by a traditional, 
secular and positivist understanding of canon law as developed by 19th- and 20th-century 
legal historians. This becomes apparent when we explore, for example, the norms defining 
the status of non-Christians. Whilst canon law certainly played a central role in this process, 
normative ideas deriving from theology (for example from moral or sacramental theology) 
were also of great importance. One example of this is the important role that (late) scholastic 
theologians’ reflections on baptism and forced baptism played in practice. 

The bibliography includes publications on the subject that cover the period from the 
beginning of canon law in Antiquity up to the second half of the 20th century. The starting 
point is self-explanatory. More surprising might at first sight appear that the bibliography 
covers the topic up to the late 20th century. This end point was chosen because two great 
ruptures occurred in the development of both canon law and Catholic doctrine in the course 
of the 20th century. In canon law, the key change was the substitution of the late medieval 
Corpus Iuris Canonici with the first codification of the law of the Latin Church, the Codex 
Iuris Canonici of 1917. The second change occurred in the field of dogma and theology. As 
a result of the Second Vatican Council (1962-1965), the Catholic Church’s attitude towards 
non-Christians fundamentally changed from the one that had been prevailing since the Mid¬ 
dle Ages. 

After this delineation of the project’s thematic focus, a few remarks on our formal selection 
criteria for publications to be included in the present bibliography. With very few exceptions, 
we list only secondary literature, mainly works dealing primarily with questions related to 
our thematic focus. Thus, in contrast to projects such as RELMIN: The Legal Status of Religious 
Minorities in the Euro-Mediterranean World (5th-15th Centuries), 2 primary sources are not tak¬ 
en into account. Furthermore, secondary works that are only concerned with the history of 
primary sources or that take a very general approach are also excluded. The same is true for 
publications whose titles do not suggest any immediate relevance for the topic. However, ex¬ 
ceptions were made regarding individual monographs, particularly older works containing 
relevant insights that have hitherto not been adequately considered in subsequent research. 

This reasoning is also behind our decision to include publications from as early as the 
18th century up to 2018. Whilst the question of the role of non-Christians in the history 
of canon law and Catholic theology has begun to receive detailed attention only in the last 
few decades, the topic did feature in earlier research. This is particularly true if for the peri¬ 
od before 1900 we focus on the works of theologians and canonists dedicated to doctrinal 
questions rather than historical studies. From a modern historian’s perspective, these works

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might appear of limited relevance. If they are included in the bibliography, this is due to their 
importance for tracing the history of research on the topic, and because they contain specific 
insights or discuss particular correlations or interdependencies neglected or even rendered 
invisible by contemporary approaches. 

A special category is formed by the publications of authors promoting ideas or ideologies 
that were far more radical or extreme than the views espoused by their contemporaries, for 
instance by the majority of clerical authors. Into this category fall above all the works of 
anti-Semitic authors, such as those of Ludwig Erler (1833-1900), Dean of Mainz cathedral. 3 
As long as such works are purely ideological in nature, they have not been taken into account. 
However, if it becomes obvious that authors worked with primary sources or discussed rel¬ 
evant secondary literature more intensively, their works are included in the bibliography 
despite their questionable character, as they have some academic relevance, even if it is only 
to the field of the history of science. 

irrespective of the selection criteria applied, it is obvious that the bibliography cannot be 
exhaustive, but should rather be considered provisional. A number of reasons could be given 
for this. One of them certainly consists in the length of the period covered and the complex¬ 
ity of the Catholic Church’s normative culture. The (limited) language skills of the compiler 
were another practical factor defining the scope of the bibliography, as it was not possible 
for him to include works written, for instance, in Modern Hebrew, Arabic or the Slavonic 
languages. 

Finally, some brief remarks on the organisation of the material. In a first step, the titles 
have been arranged - after a small section listing general surveys, overarching studies and 
research resources of relevance to the topic as a whole - in chronological order by period 
(II. Late Antiquity, III. Early Middle Ages until the turn of the millennium, IV. Later Middle 
Ages, V. Early Modern Period and VI. Modern Era). In each of these sections, the entries have 
been assigned to 14 different thematic categories: 1. General surveys, overarching studies and 
research resources of relevance to the specific period, 2. Sources and Literature of Canon Law, 
3. Individual Authors, 4. The Papacy and the Curia, 5. Councils and Synods, 6. The Church 
and Secular Powers, 7. The Papal States, 8. The Concept and Legal Status of Non-Christians 
in General, 9. Baptism, Conversion and Apostasy, 10. Marriage, 11. Various Cultural, Social 
and Economic Subjects of Regulation, 12. Procedures and Practices, 13. Religious Orders, 
14. Individual Countries, Regions and Places. 4 For the sake of convenience, items that inves¬ 
tigate developments over longer periods of time are included in the individual sections of 
each period touched on.
